HOLLAND, Ohio Joe the Plumber said Thursday 
he doesnY have a license and doesn’t need one. 

Joe Wurzelbacher, better known as Joe 
the Plumber, the nickname Republican John 
McCain bestowed on him during Wednesday's 
presidential debate, said he works for a small 
plumbing company that does residential work. 
Because he works for someone else, he doesn’t 
need a license, he said. 

Wurzelbacher, who voted in the Republican 
primary and indicated he backed McCain, was 
cited by the GOP presidential candidate as an 
exan^ple of someone who wants to buy a plumb- 
ing business but w^ould be hurt by Democrat 
Barack Obama’s tax plans. Wurzelbacher said 
he was surprised that his name was mentioned 
so manv other times. 

*^That bothered me. 1 wished that they had 
talked more about issues that are important to 
Americans/’ he told reporters gathered outside 
his home. 

Wurzelbacher, 34, said he doesn’t have a good 
plan put together on how he would buy Newell 
Plumbing and Heating in nearby Toledo. 

He said the business consists of owner A 1 
Newell and him. Wurzelbacher said he’s worked 
there for six years and that the two have talked 
about his taking it over at some point. 

^^There’s a lot IVe got to learn," he said. 

Wurzelbacher said he started his day with an 
early morning workout and came back to his 
suburban Toledo home to do live interviews 
with TV networks. 

Reporters camped out by his house over- 
night, and by midmorning there were 11 people 
on his driveway surrounding him, liolding cam- 
eras and notebooks. 


Wurzelbacher said he’s feeling overwhelmed. 

‘*Pm kind of like Britney Spears having a 
headache. Everybody wants to know about it/’ 
he joked. 

In Toledo on Sunday Wurzelbacher told 
Obama that he was preparing to buy the plumb- 
ing company which earns more than $250,000 
a year, and said: “Your new^ tax plan is going to 
tax me more, isn’t it?” 

Obama said that under his proposal taxes 
on any revenue from $250,000 on dowm would 
stay the same, but that amounts above that level 
would be subject to a 39 percent tax, instead of 
the current 36 percent rate. 

Wurzelbacher said Obama’s tax plan wouldn’t 
affect him right now, because he doesn’t make 
$250,000. “Bur 1 hope someday I’ll make that/’ 
he said.

Sky’s the limit for airline ads

NEW YORK As airline passengers grow wary and 
perhaps wearj^ of more fees and higher ticket 
prices, some U.S. carriers may look to onboard 
advertisements as a way to raise revenue without 
further tapping customers’ wallets and patience. 

Advertisements already adorn the bottoms 
of security bins, in-flight TV screens and board^ 
ing passes — not to mention ads that have been 
appearing in-flight for years, such as those on 
napkins, beverages and magazines. 


But Harlan Platt, a finance professor at 
Northeastern University, said that the number 
of onboard advertisements could soar as air- 
lines trv new w^iys to raise cash. As far as what 
kinds of ads w^ill likely pop up on a plane’s over- 
head bin, cabin bathroom door, or elsewhere, 
“the sky’s the limit," said Platt. 

“I really hope the pilots don’t have ads on the 
back of their shirts, but other than that 1 think 
anything goes/’ he said. “It’s all about taking 
advantage of an asset." 


BRAND AID 

US Airways Group Inc. was the first major U.S. 
carrier to put ads on tray tables and is now 
courting advertisers for its airsick bags. 

AIrTran Airways recently said it is considering 
placing ads on its planes, but said that it does 
have some limitations on placement. 

"We decided against ads on the overhead 
bins because we don’t want to detract from the 
brand experience," said Tad Hutcheson, vice 
president of marketing and sales. "We don’t 
want [the plane] to look like a subway.”

4 killed after helicopter 
hits guy wire on way 
to Children’s Hospital

T he crash of the medical helicopter run by 
Bolingbrook-based Air Angels is the second 
for the company in five years, and it prompted 
Clhildren's Memorial Hospital— the dighfs 
destination — to suspend flights from the com- 
pany Thursday 

The crash Wednesday night in Aurora 
killed a 13-month-old girl, Kirstin Blockinger 
of Leland, 111 ., who was being treated for sei- 
zures, according to hospital and air transport 
officials. Also killed were pilot Dell Waugh, 
69, of Carmel, Ind.; nurse William Mann, 31, 
of C'hicago; and paramedic Ronald Battiato, 
41, of Peotone. 

Investigators said the helicopter apparently 
struck a guy wire on a 75 o-foot radio tower just 
before midnight, hitring it with a force strong 
enough to rip the rotor shaft from the aircraft 
while it was still in the air. Shards of rotor 
debris showered onto an apartment complex 
parking lot below as the helicopter spun into 
a fiery crash. 

Air Angels has flown critical-care flights in 
Illinois, Indiana and surrounding states for 
more than to years, according to a company 
statement. It also grounded its remaining 
flights until an investigation could be con- 
cluded, a spokesman said. 

“Wed like to especially reach out and share 
our condolences with the family of the patient 
on board, and the family members of our crew, 
who were tragically killed last night,’* said Air 
Angels CEO Jim Adams. 

Many of the medical helicopter crews were 
know^n to paramedics in Leland, 111 ., w 4 iere 
Kirstin lived, said fire chief Don Hecathorn. 

^^There could have been 10 1 different 
things that led up to this,” Hecathorn said. *Tt 
couldVe been nobody’s fault at all.” 

The girl was taken by ambulance to the 
emergency room at Valley West Community 
Hospital in Sandwich, IIL Medical officials 
wanted to airlift her to C Central Du Page 
Hospital in Winfield, where she had been 
treated before. But that hospital was full, 


so the patient and flight crew^ headed for 
Children’s Memorial instead, said Julie 
Pesch, a spokeswoman for ( Tiildren’s. They 
left around 11:1^;^ p.m. Wednesday in a Bell 
222 helicopter based at Clow^ Aiq>ort in 
Bolingbrook. 

The pilot reported no mechanical prob- 
lems before takeoff and weather was not an 
issue below 10,000 feet, officials said. John 
Brannen, NTSB senior air safety investigator, 
said the pilot was last in communication with 


the tower at DuPage Airport, where he asked 
for clearance through the airspace. 

Brannen said Waugh was flying at 1,400 
feet above sea level, or about 700 feet above 
the ground. He couldn’t explain why the heli- 
copter was fl)^ng low enough to risk striking a 
radio tow^er that topped out at 749 feet above 
the ground. Area aviators smd the tower was so 
well known it served as a navigation landmark. 
The tower’s owmers said its lights w^ere w^ork- 
ing, and federal officials agreed. 


Accident 
highlights 
grim statistic

With 35 deaths so far in 20 oS, this 
year is the worst on record in the 
U.S. for accidents involving emer- 
gency medical helicopters — aircraft 
that experts describe as the most 
dangerous in the sky 

While major airline crashes have 
become extremely rare in the last 
decade in the US., the fatal accident 
rate for medical helicopters is 6,000 
times that of commercial airliners, 
authorities said. 

The helicopters help save thou- 
sands of lives each year by rushing 
severely injured or ill patients to 
high-level medical treatment. But 
the rapid growth in such flights, 
combined with an absence of strong 
safety oversight, has led to more 
fatal accidents, according to aviation 
authorities. 

The latest accident happened 
Wednesday night, when an emer- 
gency medical helicopter crashed in 
Aurora and killed a 13- mo nth-old girl, 
the pilot, a nurse and a piuramedic. 

‘My feeling is this accident rate 
is epidemic,” said Jim Hall, a for- 
mer chairman of the National 
Transportation Safety Board. 

Lax government regulation and 
fierce competition for customers 
have created a disincentive for heli- 
copter transport companies to invest 
in advanced pilot training and safety 
equipment to protect flight crews, 
medical personnel and patients, the 
aviation authorities said. 

Adding to the safety problem is 
the pressure pilots of medical evacu- 
ation choppers face when weighing a 
patient’s dire situation against their 
own judgment of whether condi- 
tions are safe to launch.

At one time, he wwked as an 
assistant manager of doormen at that building, 
according to a doorman w^ho said Hilderbrand 


hired him in 2002. Hilderbrand resigned from 
that job in 2006, said the doorman, who iden- 
tified himself only as Max. He still lived in the 
building w 4 th a roommate, he said. 

Hilderbrand had an easygoing demeanor and 
w^as w^ell-liked by the residents In the building, 
he said. He said he had not seen Hilderbrand’s 
roommate in a couple of days. 

The other owmer of the restaurant could not 
be reached rhursday. I'he restaurant remained 
dark, with a police car posted outside Thursday.

When this weekend's homecoming dance 
rolls around, freshman Khadijah Alfred will 
be decked out in a new outfit thanks to the 
S125 check she earned Thursday forgetting 
straight A*s the last five weeks. 

The 14-year-old at Manley Career 
Academy High School Is one of more than 
1,650 (Chicago Public Schools students 
cashing in on a new district program 
offering money to freshmen at 20 schools 
forgetting top— and even average— grades 
in five core subjects including math, 
English and science.

Em going shopping," she 
said. “It made me work a little bit harder, 
but I'm already a highly motivated person 
and I like to work hard." 

Schools chief Arne Duncan said 86 per- 
cent of Manlev freshmen earned monev for 
grades — the highest percentage hi the dis- 
trict. At a news conference, he told Manley 
freshmen they will serve as role models to 
younger students if they keep their grades 
up. 

“This is about success now, but success 
now is not enough. ... There are no good 
jobs out there without a high school diplo- 
ma," he said. 


Sheriff: Evictions 
back on agenda 

A week after suspending all mortgage foreclosure- 
related evictions in Cook County, Slierifflbm Dart 
announced Thursday that he would resume those 
evictions starting next Monday. 

Tlie reversal comes after discussions with the court 
officials responsible for handling mortgage foreclo- 
sures to create language that would ensure the rights 
of good-standing tenants in foreclosed buildings. 

“After these extensive discussions, weVe been 
assured that weVe not going to be asked to evict 
innocent tenants,"’ said Dart. “But if we find it going 
on again, we will halt evictions again if necessarj^," 

The Illinois Bankers Association and the Illinois 
Mortgage Bankers Association could not immedi- 
ately be reached for comment. 

Dart suspended all mortgage foreclosure evictions 
on Oct. 9 because his sheriffs, who are responsible 
for evictions, were showing up to properties where 
tenants had not been informed that the buildings 
they were renting in were in foreclosure. 

As a result, sheriffs were doing the work of notify- 
ing tenants that their buildings were in foreclosure, 
a procedure that Dart said should have fallen on 
banks, and were costing the taxpayers money. 

His blanket suspension included homeowners liv- 
ing in their foreclosed properties. 

The new order will require banks to document in 
specific detail the names of all tenants in a foreclosed 
building as well as when they were notified about 
impending foreclosure proceedings.

built upon this progress by signing the 
strongest air quality standards for lead in 
our nation’s history/’ Stephen Johnson, 
the EPA administrator, said Thursday 
“Thanks to this stronger standard, EPA 


will protect my children from remaining 
sources of airborne lead.” 

Environmentalists hailed the move, 
but said the agency will have to boost 
monitoring to ensure that the standard 
is met. 

“We commend EPy\. for taking a giant 
step in the tight direction, but they need 
to greatly expand the lead monitoring 
network if they hope to enforce this 
standard/’ said Dr. Gina Solomon, a 
senior scientist with the Natural Resource 
Defense Gouncil.

It^s hardly unusual for a singer to drop off the musical 
map. Declining album sales, drug habits, legal woes and 
other dramas have landed a multitude of chart- toppers 
on the “Whatever Happened lb ... list. 

Yet it is unusuiil to find someone who voluntarily 
takes a break from the busi- 
ness— and happily so, with 
no tabloid fodder behind it. 

So Maxw^ell, one of the key 
voices from R&B*s neosoul 
era, understands why people 
were so puzzled when he dis- 
appeared from the spotlight after releasing his last album, 
“Now,” in 2001. 

“The world is so caught up in the 'American Idol’ ideal- 
istic sort of tendency in regards to just thinking that this 
whole thing is what everybody wants, but it doesn’t help 
you make a better record/’ the platinum-selling singer said. 
“1 just wanted to kind of be a regular person for a minute.” 

Maxwell’s fourth C/D, “Black Summers’ Night,” isn’t due 
out until at least February 2009. he is returning with 
a new tour, during which he will play to crowds hungr^^to 
hear his voice after his long absence. 

“Tm amazed. 1 just did not expect after all this time 
chat people would even care,” said the 35-year-oId singer. 

One of the reasons w^iy Maxwell decided to take a break 
from the business was so that he could find his validation 
from somewhere other than the record charts. 

Looking there would have given his ego a boost: From 
the time Maxwell made his debut in 1996, he was a sen- 
sation with hits like “Sumthin’ Sum tilin’,” “Fortunate,” 
“Lifetime” and “Ascension (Don’t Ever Wonder).” His three 
studio albums— “Max\\^ell’s Urban Hai’ig Suite,” “Embrj'a” 
and “Now” — each sold more than r million copies. 

But Maxwell felt stunted from the media glare. 

“People failed to realize that when you’re living such a 
hyper, super reality of a life ... that doesn’t bode well for 
trying to talk about ever^^day stuff that hopefully you’ll 
connect w ith people on,” he said. “So a lot of my absence 
was based on just going out to get life experience, you 
know? Becoming a guy, becoming a man. 

So he traveled, hung our with friends, had a couple of 
long-term romantic relationships and just enjoyed life. 

But in an industr)^ where enjoying life is often a euphe- 
mism for “can’t get arrested,” many wondered what was 
truly behind Maxwell’s extended break. 

“Fm confident in my intentions and why Fm making 
music,” he said. “I’m nor making music because 1 want 
to be on your TV screen or the cover of your magazine. 1 
want you to make a baby to something I wrote. ... That’s 
my goal.”

On the long list of indie bands that deserve 
wider hearing sits Llie New Year, a mild-man- 
nered group whose songs begin as reflective, 
melancholy odes and transform into chiming 
cathedrals of sound. 

The group’s self-titled new^ album hit stores 
recently It’s that rare band whose songs each 
feel completely realized — which they ought 
to, since this is only the third record The New 
Year has released since its inception in 1999. 

“1 was talking 
to a Spanish inter- 
viewer,” singer- 
songwTiter Matt 
Kadane, 39, said 
from Ithaca, N.Y., 
where he works as 

a history professor. “And he asked, Are you 
detailistic or are you just laz) ?’ ” 

The New Year grew out of the critically 
acclaimed ’90s Dallas band Bedhead, which 
Kadane and his brother Bubba founded. 
Bedhead has been described as “slo-core,” 
sort of what New Order or Galaxie 500 would 
sound like if they used no reverb or effects. 

The original style, Kadane said, Citme from 
playing in a Velvet Underground-inspired 
experimental band with future Dixie Chick 
Martie Erwin (later Maguire) on fiddle. 

“She ver\' rightly left us for the Dixie 
C/hicks,” he said, “We wanted to find a way 
to produce that sustained tone of the fiddle 
or viola. The best wav we could do that was 
to combine guitars, to just build chords from 
three different guitars.” 

Kadane admits the understated, texture- 
based formula hasn’t changed all that much: 
“I still feel like the tempos we lock into are 
the right ones. I never say, ‘Bedhead was a 
slow band. We want this to be a fast band.’ ” 

Despite the supposed slowness, Kadane 
says, his old band^s membership to hard-core 
labeLIrance Syndicate taught the bandmates 
they had to step it up when playing out. 

“WeVe never wanted to be quiet live,” 
Kadane said. ^HTiree guitarists can make a lot 
of sound, and it feels good to do that.”

In the 232-ye3r history of the U.S., it seems the lone president who 
simultaneously occupied movie screens and the Oval Office was John 
F. Kennedy: “PT 109,*" released five months before his 1963 assassina- 
tion, starred Cliff Robertson and concerned the young JFK as war 
hero, self-sacrificing leader of men and model of greatness-to-be. 

“ W’ is none of the above. 

Directed by Oliver Stone and starring Josh Brolin as George W. 
Bush, “W.'’— which opens Friday — is not just a critique, it’s a critique 
of a sitting president. Coming as it does after the satirical media treat- 
ment Bush has gotten from Will Ferrell, Keith Olbermann and via the 
animated ‘^Lil’ Bush,’* the film isn’t all that surprising. 

But '‘W.” is something extraordinary in its own right: a fairly big- 
budget production starring credible actors and directed by one of 
America’s more respected, albeit controversial, film directors. 

Bush is presented as the black sheep of a political dynasty who sur- 
prised his own family by becoming the prodigal son that made good. 

*^Ir’s about a guy who was flailing around, who pulled his life together 
at 40 and became president, and asks if he really wanted to be , should 
he have been, would it be better if he hadn’t been and whether we all 
would have been better off if he’d become baseball commissioner/' 
Brolin said. 

Brolin , who felt “trepidation” about daring to take on the role of a 
sitting president, said the movie might make voters think differently 
about the election. “Not necessarily wliether they’re going Democratic 
or Republican but just about how^ they vote,” he said. 

“Not, 'Gee, it would be nice to have a beer wdth the guy/ but what 
our national leadership really means.” newsdaYpAp contributed.

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‘Slow-burn career 
works for Marsden

Hollywood’s leading men usually are perfect 
physical specimens. Those who aren’t become 
character actors. 

Except James Marsden. He’s pursued 
quirky characters despite his leading-man 
looks. Marsden is the guy on the sidelines, the 
goofy one who doesn’t get the girl. So his face 
is familiar but not immediately identifiable. 

“"Most people are like, ‘Didn’t we go to high 
school together?’ ” said the 35-year-old actor, 
whose screen credits include ^‘Superman 
Returns j” “The Notebook” and three 
“X-Men” movies. 

Marsden is taking a *^slow-burn” approach; 
choosing roles that appeal to him in the hope 
that a gradual and meandering ascent will lead 
to a long and varied career. 

After his roles in big-budget movies such as 
“Hairspray” ‘‘Enchanted” and “27 Dresses”— 
where he finally got the girl — Marsden plays 
a foul-n^outhed bigot in the independent teen 
comedy “Sex Drive,” in theaters Friday. 

“In going for the movie-star thing, the lead- 
guy thing, IVe managed to have this whole 
sidetrack thing going where Tm playing these 
silly roles and doing great, offbeat, different 
things,” he said. “It was just to have fun being 
an actor, entertain yourself while you’re going 
for the gold. There was the career path and 
the work path. And now the work path has 
sort ol become the career path.” 

He steals every scene as Rex, an over- 
bearing tough guy who mercilessly 
teases his virginid younger brother. 

“Sex Drive” director Sean Anders 
had reservations about casting 
Marsden. “1 thought, ‘Oh no, this is 
some pretty-boy actor who wants to be 
in a comedy and thinks he’s funny but 
isn’t,’ ’’Anders said. 

d’hen he saw an audition tape that 
Marsden recorded for a different 
movie. Marsden was so ego-less and 
goofy he used his computer Web cam 
to film himself reading lines for the 
role he wanted. 

“By the end of it, 1 was like, ‘C'an we 
really get this guy?’ ’’Anders said. 

Marsden wanted to do comedy, 
especially after his turn as Cfyclops 
in the “X-iMen” movies. Even after 


“Hairspray” and “Enchanted,” though, he 
longed for something edgier. With “Sex 
Drive,” he could see the character in his mind; 
the muscle shirts, the highlighted hair. 

Marsden said he also hoped the part 
might catch the eye of Judd Apatow, direc- 
tor of “Knocked Up” and “The 40 -Year-Old 
Virgin.” 

“Now I feel like people will go, ‘OK, he’s 
funny He can do comedy’ ” he said. “But then 
I’ve got to put the brakes on a little bit and 
remind people I can do other things.” 

Though he happily plays quirky roles, 
Alarsden hasn’t taken his eye off the leading- 
man prize. 

“I’d be lying to you if 1 said 1 didn’t aspire to 
that,” he said. “I want to be aversion of that. ... 
But I’m more like these weirdo, wacky, stupid 
characters 1 keep playing in tliese mo%nes.”

What worksr Laugh if you want, but I enjoyed most of the t%vo- 
hour premiere — and not just because of the peep show provided 
by Winchester and Chirisa. (But hey, that helped.) '‘C^rusoe’' is a 
foolish romp of a show that doesiVt seem to take itself too seriously. 
It offers beautiful scenery (shot in South Africa), MacGuyver-like 
gadgetry (maybe a tad advanced for the iiSth C'entury) and the 
act! on -adventure silliness — if not the campiness — of*^Xena: Warrior 
Princess” and “Hercules.” 

What doesrft: The show’s creators decided Crusoe needs a reason for 
living besides just, you kno^y staying alive. Enter hokey flashbacks 
that show Crusoe’s happy life with his wife (Anna Walton). Yawn. 

Tune In or out? Yes, the dialogue often is wooden and the show 
shamelessly steals from ^'Survivor,” “Pirates of the Caribbean” and 
even “Prison Break,” but what^s not to love about a guy and his 
bestie living in a treehouse and defending theii' deserted island from 
the occasional marauder? Go, Robin, go! 

Crash 9 p.m. Friday, Starz 

The scoop: Inspired by the 2004 Oscar-winning movie 
of the same name, the 13-episode “Crash” series tells the 
stories of the (eventually) intersecting lives of L.A. residents. 

What works: In this cast of extremely unlikable characters, only Eddie 
Choi (Brian Tee) made me feel anything bur outrage. I he former 
Korea town gangbanger is trjTng to go straight as an emergency 
medical technician, but he gets sucked back into his former life and 
ends up the target of crooked detective jVxel Finet (Nick larabay). 

What doesn't: As ha s-been record producer Ben Cendars, 
Dennis Hopper — bless his heart — gives his bosses exactly 
what they want: a crazy over- the- top performance. But the 
writers give Flopper (left) the silliest lines onscreen. We 
meet the wacked-out music mogul during a linio trip in 
which he’s lecturing a certain part of his anatomy calling 
it “a private road map to death.” It’s the most grievous 
example of the show’s overwritten, pretentious dialogue. 

Tune in or out? Though the movie couldn’t have been 
more obvious in playing its race cards, “( Yash” the series, 
at least in its opener, is more reserved. But it also doesn’t go 
amwhere, leaving me to wonder why 1 should spend more time 
with these unpleasant people.
